(2) I am the game Darrell R- Anderson who is an inventor on the 
abovot- identified application. I am also the same Darrell R, Anderson 
who is an author on n Itnmunoreactivity and Effector Function Associat- 
ed with a Chimeric Anti-CD20 Antibody, " Anderson at al, Th* 2nd 
Annual JSC International Conference on AxxtSJbody Sxxginoejrinff (December 
16-18 , 1991 (hereinafter n the Anderson abstract" or "the Anderson 
rererence") . 

(3) The Anderson reference is an abstract which was preaenttd 
at the ISC International Conference. This abstract generally relates 
to the C2BB and the 2B8 antibodies- More particularly, and as 
reflected by the title of the .abstract, the Anderson reference 
relates to the ! immunoreactivicy and effector functions associated 
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with the C2B8 antibody. The abstract furt her describes that: the C2B8 
antibody ie a chimeric antibody containing human constant regions and 
murine variable regions which binds to the human CD20 antigen. The 
abstract further discloses that tha 2B8 antibody is the murine anti- 
CDao antibody from which the variable regions contained in the C2B8 
antibody were derived. Also, the Anderson abstract contains informa- 
tion relating to th© potential usage of the C2BB antibody for the 
treatment for B cell lymphoma. 

(4) However, as discussed in the letter submitted to the 
European Patent office on September 5/ 1M5V the Anderson abstract 
does not contain sufficient Information to enable one skilled in the 
art to synthesize or otherwise obtain the C2B8 or the 2B8 antibodies.
